Dublin, Dee.20. The Yacht which was failing 
hither trom Chefter oo the 2d Inftant, run aground en 
the Bar of Chefter, and lay there upwards of 12 
Hours; but by flipping her Cables, and having great 
Affiftance fhe gor off, tho’ not without great Damage ; 
and the He tg who were the Earl of Granard, 
the Lord Forbes, and feveral others of Diitinétion, 
wers very much frighten’d, and forc’d to return to 
Chefter: But laft Sunday they arrived here fafe. 

The fame Day the Cathedral of Se. Patrick, 
Chrift Church, Sct. Warburgh, and moft of the other 
Churches in thisCity, were hung in Mourning for 
her late Majelty, as alfo the two Houfes of Parlia- 
ment: And when the Lord Lieutenant went thither 
laft to pafs the Bills, his Equipage, and the Guard of 
Battle Axcs, were all in Mourning, as were alfo the 
Coaches of many of the Members of both Houles. 

On Monday died Mifs Pennyfeather, Sifter to Sir 
John St. Leger’s Lady. 

Laft Friday died fuddenly in his Cabbin, on board 
the John and Martha, which came in from London 
but the Day before, Mr. John Calkin, Mafter of the 
faid Veflel. 

Laft Saturday the two Mr. Slicers, Brothers, and 
Sons of Mr. Slicer, Jeweller, in Warburgh-fircer, 
were try’d at the Commiflion of Oyer and Terminer 
in the County of Dublin, for killing one Firzpatrick, 
a Gunfmith, in the Houfe of John Hawkins in 
Chriftchurch-yard, and one of them was found 
guilty of 3 4 and the other acquirred. 

Laft Night a Fire broke out in che Houle of one 
Darby, a Corkcutter in Bridge-ftreet, and entirely 
confamed it; but by Firemen and Engines, was foon 
conquer’d. It happen’d by a Spark fallirg from a 
Candle into the Cork Shavings, which inftantly took 
Fire, and got hold of the Timber. It burnt with 
fuch Fury, that feveral Women were obliged firft to 
throw their Children out of the Windows into 
Blankets, which were held below to receive them, 
and then they did the fame themfelves.
